The teaching staff of the Londonderry Schools remain 
the same as for the previous year. Music, under the direc- 
tion of Mrs. Hinkle, continues to be enjoyed by all the 
pupils. 

In two of the schools the initial steps in the introduction 
of a modern system of reading has been taken. It is most 
essential that the pupil who is beginning school be taught to 
read correctly. Only through careful planning and guid- 
ance on the part of the teacher can this be possible. A wide- 
ly approved system, introduced gradually grade by grade, 
would be most worthwhile in guiding the youngster to find 
profit and pleasure in the printed page. All Londonderry 
schools should have sucha system installed. 

Although the pupils of Grades Seven and Eight have been 
using Social Science texts which were installed last year 
more efficient teaching will result if the pupils are provided 
with workbooks to accompany these comprehensive text 
beoks. We have been able to furnish workbooks to some 
schools but it is quite essential that all the seventh and 
eighth grade pupils use these manuals. 


One of the most important needs which should be met 
soon is an up-to-date language text book series. All teach- 
ers have been furnished with text books and workbooks for 
each grade but such language books should be placed in the 
hands of each pupil. The ability of a pupil to express him- 
self clearly in both written and oral form is a fundamental 
aim of education. Less pupil and teacher time will be lost 
if the necessity of dictation on the part of the teacher and 
copying by the pupil is eliminated. The time devoted to 
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such endeavor may well be spent in actual teaching on thie 
part of the teacher and more studying on the pupil’s part. 


In looking forward to future years it is well to remember 
that many pupils and several teachers are without adequate 
text books. Materials in geography for grades four, five, 
and six; literature for grades seven and eight; health all 
grades; science grades seven and eight; and reading all 
grades. Attention should also be given to supplying more 
dictionaries and reference materials to each school. 


During the current year the form of report card has been 
altered and the change appears to have been well received. 
A more efficient and complete office 'record system has also 
been installed. 


The so-called eight week system, as adopted this year, is 
designed to diminish pupil fatigue during the winter and 
early spring term. 


Each pupil in grades two through eight has been given a 
standard mental test. These test results serve a very useful 
purpose to the teacher in guiding the progress of a pupil. 
Before the close of the school year the pupils of the first 
grade will also be given a similar test. 


May I say in conclusion that the co-operation of the 
school board, parents, pupils, and teachers during the past 
several months has been appreciated by your superintendent. 
Through such co-operation may we hope to provide the Lon- 
donderry School with the best educational opportunities 
possible.
